The old man told Cap, 
that he'd see that none of the pictures 
were printed, and with hia three 
younger sons he set out to keep his 
word. 


The photographer declared on his sol- 


emn oath that he had sent the plate 
away to be developed. 
He was lylcg 


when he said it. and it was a good 
thing for him that It was Devil Anse 
and not Cap that he tried to fool. Anse 
and his boys found the plate and de- 
stroyed it. 
Then, as a lesson to the 


photographer, they smashed his cam- 
eras and wrec&ed his entire 'establish- 
ment. 
Then they went back to the 


cabin on Tug river. . 


But the photographer had struck off 


a proof before Devil Anse arrived: He 
toned this proof and made the picture 
shown here. It fell Into the hands of 
the McCoys and one of them gave it to 
a traveling man who went through 
that region a short time ago. 
The 


cabin which is "the background of the 
picture Is deserted now and was prac- 
tically deserted then. 
It was being 


used when the picture was taken as a 
hiding plape for the fugitive Cap. It 
is over the fireplace in this cabin that 
the following, done in gaudy colors, 
has hung for years:

There is a dominant iine ia the na- 


tional character of Italians, says the 
Westminster Hevie»'. It was this trait 
that Tasso had in view when he wrote: 
"Alia virtu Latina o null* manc-a o 
sol la disciplina." ("The noble nature 
of the Latin rate has every virtue save, 
perhaps, that It is not disciplined.") 
It was another side of tue same truth 
that D'Azeglio expressed when he said: 
"In the heart of every Italian there 
ia some touch of civil war." Settem- 
brini's words, too, though referring 
more particularly to the Neapolitan, 
were applicable to his countrymen 
generally when he regretted that "Tal- 
ent they all have, and some of them 
very great talent, but they have no 
perseverance, no sense of order or dis- 
cipline." The poet, the politician, the 
patriot, each from bis own point of 
view, indicated that flaw in the Ital- 
ian character wbich may be traced 
through the centuries and which has 
grown with the growth of the nation. 
It is to that impatience of discipline, 
taking the term in its widest sense, 
that we mast attribue the fact that 
the people of modern Italy, In spite 
of great natural endowments, have 
produced no great artistic work—no 
poem, no novel, no history, no paint- 
ing, no building, no music, unless that 
of Verdi can be an exception, that can 
be placed in the first rank. Genius 
the Italian has; he is, indeed, a stand- 
ing refutation to the paradox that 
genius is an Infinite capacity for tak- 
ing trouble, but his genius is barren. 
What M. Chevallier said of French 
workmen, comparing them with En- 
glish, is true of the Italian of every 
class, and especially of the upper class. 
He cannot steadily, doggedly settle- 
down in spite of failure to overcome 
material difficulties. His full faculties 
do not wake up save in contest with 
other u-sn. Undisciplined himself, the 
Italian is prone to make light of 
breach of legal and of moral obllgar 
tions in others, and in public life es- 
pecially* has developed a laxity of 
which the traces are all too deeply 
marked in the parliamentary history 
of the passing generation.

Morn Like an Animal Than a Unman 


Close to the wagon we met a bush- 


woman, one of Indowyoka's people, re- 
duced by starvation to the most ema- 
ciated and pitiable condition, says 
Blackwood's. Her husband had been

by lions some days before, 


though she herself had escaped with 
her life. On her back and shoulders 
were the marks where the same lioa 
had ripped away great strips of flesh. 
Long clots of blood had dried on her 
body; th^e wounds had not even been 
washed. I gave her some raeat, which 
she seized upon at once and ate rav- 
enously. 
TKe bones were almost 


through her filthy skin; 
her little, 


beady eyes, set close together under 
a low, retreating forehead, her flat- 
tened nose and large, protruding lips, 
concealing what little chin she pos- 
sessed, gave her a look most uncanny 
and repellant.

Altogether more like an animal than 


a human being, she seemed to me the 
lowest type of womankind that it has 
ever been my fate to look on. There 
are numbers of bushmen and

such trash as wild roots and berries. 
Some of the men-have guns and am- 
munition, and they spend their whole 
time in shooting. When they kill a 
buck within reach of water—say ten

chastity. 
The 


dramatic literature of the Turks is by 
no means a quantity negligable of the 
modern Osmanli literature. 


It is a great pity that the theater is 


still in its infancy, for the simple rea- 
son that only the actors are genuine 
Turks, while the actresses recruit 
themselves out of the Christian por- 
tion ot thP fonntry. as Mohammedan 
women cannot appear in public, and 
still less on the stage.

"blunt," "chips." "dibs" or "pieces;" 
"dust," "chink." "shot," "shekels" or 
"spondulics;"-"stamps," "feathers" or 
"palm-soil," which last Is such an ob- 
viously applicable word lor it that 
"shin-plaster" seems feeble by com- 
parison. 


These epithets, however, are not 


;more curious than the technical and 
'trade slang which was brought to the 
notice of the royal commission on la- 
bor. 
Among the quaint terms, as set 


.forth in the report of the evidence, 
fare these: "Bell-horse," "caunched," 
"fudd," "mnngs," "slop-dash 
work," 


"sprlgger," "tingles" and "slugger."

disposing of Indians under any fair 
odds once they they can bring them 
to battle; but just here is the trouble, 
to catch them. The Indians, born 
and bred in the country, knowing 
every foot of it, accustomed to war- 
fare and to moving swiftly over wide 
spaces, and hampered by no baggage 
train or other impediments, can keep 
away front a greatly superior pursuing 
force of civilized soldiers for a long 
time. If they decide to fight they 
are able usually to shoose their own 
place and time for giving battle. This 
is especially true of the Apaches, who 
have been the most inveterately hostile 
and the hardest to deal with of all the 
Western tribes. 
It is in the blood of 


an Apache to live by rapine and 
plunder, and he is physically organ- 
ized and trained to that end. He can 
ran sixty miles a day*over country, 
open or rough, t -ing it as he finds 
iti, f°r * week on a stratch, finding his 
subsistence as he goes; caa hide him- 
self anywhere almost that a ground 
lizard can, snd knows every tricK of 
dodging or following or getting away 
from an enemy. 


"Of all our Indians the Apaches 


liave been employed the most as scouts 
for the regular army, and withon 
their"services m this way the Govern' 
meat might have failed to this day in 
making the Southwest Territories 
New Mexico and Arizona, safeh 
habitable for white settlers. In firs 
organizing this service men from one 
Apache tribe were enlisted to figh 
those of another tribe. lister, when 
all the Apache tribes had been pat on 
reservations, tin Indian scouts ant 
police were found quite as ready to 
perform their duty with their own 
tribesmen as with offenders of another 
tribe. "When called on to rake the 


much as a- hint of iu»Ut»ncx», to find 
his way. I knew too xanch by this 
time to show a sign of hesitancy, and 
helped by Orijalba, an admirable and 
trustworthy man, I picked ont my 
route, good or bad, riding ahead into 
all sorts of places, scanning the ground 
and sky for Indian signs, and generally 
making * grand bluff of knowing 
everything about everything for effect 
pon my men.' Perhaps I overdid the 
iing, for on the third day I began to 
notice a change in the behavior of the 
scouts.

If those nine shots failed to stop the 
bear before oe covered the hundred 
yards that lay between u»—we!!, it waa 
safe to bank that I wouldn't care for 
bears or Apaches or anything else any 
more. I dropped on to one knee, 
using the other as a rest for my elbow 
as I fired, and pumped bullets at the 
bear. He was a moving mark, not 
easy to bit in spite of his bigness, ana 
my first three shots missed him. The. 
fourth shot struck his right shoulder; 
and he turned to bite at the wound, 
giving me a fair mark for the next bul; 
let behind the left shoulder. It struck 
where I sent it, but he came on with- 
out wincing, as fast as before. My 
ether four shots all lauded, oao o* 
them in the head, knocking the bear, 
down, but he got up and came on, wab- 
bling a little and bleeding from both, 
nostrils, but as determined as ever. 
With the bear not ten paces away I 
drew my revolver and gave him everji 
one of the six shots, dodging to one 
side and firing the last one into his ear 
as he InVohed over the place where I 
had been and fell in aheap, gasping 
ont his Ifcst breaths.

For contempt of court, a Boston edi- 


tor is serving thirty da>s in Jail in 
Dednam. Mass It is the first time the 
staid New England city has been face 
to face with a question involving, as 
H does, the freedom of the press, and 
there is great interest in the outcome. 
The technical offense of Torrcy E. 
Wardner, who is- editor of the Boston 
Traveler, is publishing comments upon 
a trial before 1U adjudication by tee 
jury, but the story behind the whole 
matter would show that Judge Sher- 
man, who stotenced the editor. Is 
avenging himself for sharp criticism of 
his actions on the bench published in 
the Tra\eJer. It was claimed by the 
Traveler that Judge Sherman had 
sharply cross-examined the defendant 
in a case in which the newspaper had 
interested itself as against a railroad 
orporalion, and luai t5e voari tad 
fterward realized the error of his 


ways and had apologized when taken 
to task by the attorney for the de- 
ense. The Traveler referred to this 
as "Judge Sherman's Bad Break," and 
his seemed to anger his honor to such 
an extent that he sent tor Editor Tor- 
T67, and when the latter declared he 
would stand by everything his paper 
lad said, Judge Sherman sentenced 
him to thirty days in jail for contempt

for the time being, had enough of 
fighting, and so things were quiet for 
a while. This gave me time to pick 
up some Spanish and Apache -words 
for use with the Indian scouts before 
I was called on to load them any- 
where. I had the chance to go as 
junior officer on a scouting expedition 
or two, and go got a little the hang of 
the thing before I was assigned to the 
command of scouts myself.

Getchell admit- 
ted that the signals were all right, and 
declared that be had used all t the 
brakes, but that they were out of or- 
der and would not hold the tram. Here

He entered college . late in 
the term each year and quit early, giv- 
ing every moment of his vacation to 
unremitting work." As a result of this 
the" young man's health* gave way, and 
at the end of his college course he was 
Quite ill. To recover his health he 
went to the Plains of western Kansas 
and eastern Colorado, and -for some 
time lived with the cowboys, who be- 
came, in all the ranches,- his fast 
friends.

Finally, feeling that his health was 


sufficiently restored, he went to In- 
dianapolis and was given the privilege 
of studying law in the office of Joseph 
E. McDonald. 


During the first year ol his study of 


law young Beveridge had so little 
money that he lived on two meals a 
day much of the time. At the end of 
the first year the .firm of McDonald & 
Butler offered him their 
managing 


clerkship, with all the duties of the 
third partner on his shoulders. He 
declined to accept on the ground that 
he had not studied law long enough. 
Senator McDonald/replied thaf.jf they 
could stand it he should be able to. 
Beveridge's first case before a jury w,as 
in the United States Court, with Gen- 
eral Harrison and his firm on the 
other side. The case lasted many days, 
during which the day set for Mr.'Bevr 
eridge's wedding to Miss Katherina 
Langsdale of Greencastle arrived, and 
Judge ^qods adjourned court. 


Beveridge went to GreencastSe, was 


married, returned that night to In- 
dianapolis, and next morning was 
again In court to attend to his case. 


His first argument before a tribunal 


of justice was in the Supreme Court 
of Indiana, upon a question involving 
the constitutionality of a statute. 
During the time that Mr. Beveridge 
remained with the firm of McDonald & 
Butler he had exclusive charge of 
many of the important cases of that 
firm, and was consulted by Senator 
McDonald in every case of importance. 


After his experience with McDonald 


& Butler, Mr. Beveridge began 
the 


practice of law himself. In his pro- 
fession he has been successful, having 
been engaged in cases of the greatest 
importance, such as the one involving 
the power of the legislature and gov- 
ernor to appoint the oil and mine In- 
spectors, and the state statistician, in 
Governor Hovey's time, which case at- 
tracted the attention of the 
bar 


throughout the country; the famous 
state railway tax case, in which he 
made the argument in the Supreme 
Court; he wrote the brief filed In the 
Supreme Court of the United States in 
the Pennsylvania cases, involving the 
question of taxing railroad property in 
Indiana to the value ot 1150,000,000, and 
in the life insurance tax caie he made 
an argument which waa widely repro- 
duced throughout the country.
